INDIA. 



Cholera — Plague — Smallpox — Madras Presidency — Year, 1916. 

During the year 1916, 875,013 deaths were notified in the Presi- 
dency of Madras. Of these, 16,735 were due to cholera, 11,498 to 
plague, and 21,903 to smallpox. 

The number of deaths from cholera showed a progressive decrease 
from the number reported in 1914, viz, 68,449, and that for 1915, viz, 
30,098. One district remained free from the disease and in one only 
11 deaths from cholera were notified. Thirty deaths from cholera 
were notified in Madras city. 

The number of deaths from plague rose from 3,889 in 1915 to 
11,498 in 1916. The disease was especially prevalent in the districts 
of Coimbatore, Salem, and Bcllary. The chief remedial measure was 
evacuation of infected villages. 

Smallpox was present in 1916 in all districts of the Madras Presi- 
dency, but with a lower mortality than in 1915, the number of deaths 
being 21,903 as against 24,038. Fifteen municipalities remained 
free from the disease. A large proportion of the deaths occurred 
among children under 1 1 years of age. 

The population of the Madras Presidency on which vital statistics 
were returned was 40,005,735. 
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Malaria— 1916. 

Malaria investigations were not generally carried out owing to 
war conditions. Itinerant dispensaries were operated in certain 
districts, and antimalarial measures were generally undertaken by 
the local bodies concerned, including quinine administration lo all 
persons in the infected areas. 

PORTUGAL. 

Typhus Fever — Lisbon — Oporto. 

On February 21, 1918, typhus fever was reported present at 
Lisbon, Portugal, with a few cases, and at Oporto in epidemic form.
